RERORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMITTEE. 

Grand  Lodge  A.O.U.W., 

Vancouver,  B.C.,  March  13th,  1895. 

To  the  Grand  Master  and  Brethren : 

x)ear  Sirs — We  beg  to  submit  this  our  report  for  the 
term  ending  this  Grand  Lodge  session. 

We  have  examined  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the 
Grand  Recorder  and  Grand  Receiver,  and  find  them 
correct,  with  the  following  balances  in  the  different  funds: 
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Beneficiary  Fund,  on  hand $2,615  00 

Relief  Call       "  ''        4^5  25 

General  "       over-drawn 351  39 

Amounts   due   from   the  Subordinate 

Lodges  for  supplies  to  date 334  97 

We  would  recommend  that  hereafter  the  cash 
accompany  all  orders  for  supplies,  and  that  the  Lodges 
be  furnished  a  schedule  of  prices  for  that  purpose. 

On  Jan.  1,  1893,  the  General  Fund  was  over-drawn 
$872.81.  During  the  past  two  years,  we  have  reduced 
the  debt  $521.42. 

We  also  call  attention  to  Rule  46  of  the  beneficiary 
laws.  We  find  that  a  number  of  the  Lodges  have  been 
extremely  lax  in  carrying  out  this  rule  ;  some  of  the 
Lodges  sending  money  without  any  report;  and  in 
other  instances,  reports  are  furnished  on  ordinary  slips 
of  paper,  and  not  giving  the  necessary  information 
according  to  rules  43  and  45. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  bonds  of  the  Grand 
Recorder  and  Grand  Receiver  be  obtained  through  some 
well  established  guarantee  company  ;  the  fees  for  same  to 
be  paid  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

While  we  might  suggest  other  reforms,  we  feel  that 
as  the  revision  of  the  laws  are  now  in  the  hands  of  this' 
Grand  Lodge,  it  may  not  be  necessary.

We  notice  that  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Master 
Workman  states  that  the  election  of  Grand  Recorder  was 
protested.  We  have  no  information  as  to  the  nature  of 
the  protest  or  by  whom  it  was  protested,  but  are  of  the 
opinion  that  as  Bro.

The  Relief  Fund  shall  consist  of  a  sum  equal  to  one 
dollar  for  each  and  every  Workman  Degree  member  in 
good  standing  upon  the  30th  day  of  June,  and  shall  be 
raised  by  each  Grand  Lodge  prior  to  the  31st  day  of 
December  of  each  and  every  year  by  an  assessment  or 
assessments  upon  each  Workman  Degree  member  of  the 
Order  under  its  jurisdiction.  The  Relief  Fund  thus 
raised  shall  remain  intact  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Receivers  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges,  or  in  such  other 
depository  as  the  Grand  Lodges  may  designate  until  it  is 
needed  by  the  Relief  Board.  When  such  portion  as  may 
be  required  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Supreme  Lodge 
Treasury  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified.  Should 
the  amount  needed  by  thd  Relief  Board  exceed  the  sum 
total  of  the  Relief  Fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  aforesaid,  then  the  excess  required  shall  be  imme- 
diately raised  by  an  assessment  and  forwarded  as  other 
Relief  Funds  are  forwarded.  Whenever  the  Relief  Fund 
is  depleted  or  reduced  to  a  sum  less  than  one  dollar  for 
each  Workman  Degree  member  as  aforesaid,  then  the 
amount  necessary  to  replenish  the  fund  shall  be  raised 
by  an  assessment  or  assessments  made  upon  the  members 
in  the  manner  herein  provided.  Assessments  for  the 
Relief  Fund  shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  ordinary  assessments  for  the  Beneficiary  Fund,  and 
all  ,  ws  of  the  Order  in  regard  to  suspensions  for  non- 
pay  i  ont  of  Beneficiary  Fund  assessments  or  reinstate- 
ment of  members  shall  be  applicable  also  to  assessments 
made  for  the  Relief  Fund.     Grand  Lodges  may  raise  or 
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replenish  their  K^lief  Fund  from  their  Beneficiary  or 
General  Fund,  and  Subordinate  Lodges  may  pay  Relief 
Fund  assessments  for  their  entire  membership  from  their 
General  Fund;  provided,  that  whenever  a  Grand  Lodge 
which  raises  or  replenishes  its  Relief  Fund  from  its 
Beneficiary  Fund  is  an  applicant  for  relief,  then  the 
amount  of  Beneficiary  Fund  transferred  to  its  Relief  Fund 
shall  and  must  be  accounted  for,  and  applied  to  the 
payment  of  beneficiary  claims  by  the  Relief  Board  before 
such  Grand  Lodge  is  entitled  to  receive  relief.  The  sum 
total  of  the  calls  made  by  the  Relief  l^ard  upon  the 
Relief  Fund  in  the  treasuries  of  the  various  Grand 
Lodges  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  three  dollars 
per  member  in  any  one  year.

I  regret  there  has  not  been  a  greater  increase  in  our

Brethren — The  time  has  again  come  when  you  ask 
for  an  account  of  the  stewardship  of  those  to  whom  you 
have  entrusted  the  administration  of  your  affairs,  while 
this  Grand  Lodge  was  not  in  session.     Another  year  has 
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j)assed  since  our  last  meeting  ;  and,  as  you  are  all  aware, 
the  times  did  not  improve  during  the  year  1(S94.  This 
of  itself  tended  to  prevent  any  material  increase  to  our 
numbers,  while  the  stringency  of  money  forced  many  out 
of  the  Order. 

It  is,  however,  satisfactory  to  note  that  our  death 
rate  has  not  reached  our  maximum,  there  heing  nineteen 
assessments  made  for  death  claims,  while,  up  to  this  date, 
in  1895,  we  have  been  specially  favoured  as  an  v^rgani- 
zation  by  the  absence  of  any  claim. 

The  death  register  for  the  year  contains  the  names 
of  William  Taylor,  a  member  of  Granville,  No.  2  ;  W.  G. 
McDonald,  a  member  of  Western  Star,  No.  7 ;  Frank 
Marwood,  a  member  of  Enderby,  No.  18  ;  Chas.  B. 
Kuhns,  a  member  of  Kelowna,  No.  19  ;  Alfred  Bland,  of 
Western  Star,  No.  7  ;  and  Kalph  Craig,  of  Nanaimo;  No.  4. 

This  is  the  full  list  of  those  brothers  who  have 
crossed  the  "  Great  Divide"  before  us  during  1894,  and  I 
am  pleased  to  say  their  Beneficiaries  have  received  the 
amount  of  $2,000  each,  payment  in  full.  During  the 
year,  there  were  no  contested  claims. 


DELAYED    CLAIMS. 

Death  No.  5 — Alfred  Bland,  of  Victoria.  This  claim 
was  delayed  payment,  on  account  of  the  demand  for  an 
investigation.  As  this  is  the  perogative  of  every  Subor- 
dinate Lodge,  and  one  of  the  bulwarks  of  our  Order,  the 
Grand  Master  instituted  an  inquiry,  which  inquiry 
resulted  in  the  Beneficiary  claim  being  sustained. 

ONE  THOUSAND  DOLLAR  BENEFICIARY  CERTIFICATE. 

Many  of  our  brothers   have  felt  the  need  of  a  Bene- 
ficiary Certificate   for   one  thousand  dollars,  this  year, 
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more  than  over.  Had  tliis  l)een  in  force,  1  feel  assured 
we  could  liave  added  largely  to  our  numbers.  The  senti- 
ment of  our  Subordinate  Lodges  is  strongly  in  favour  of 
this  change.  I  would  therefore  advise  the  Grand  Lodge 
now  convened  to  take  this  matter  into  their  deliberations. 

Wo  have  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  for  the 
sliowing  which  we  have  made  during  the  year,  (although 
under  very  adverse  circumstances). 

Financial  and  statistical  matters  are  treated  in  the 
following  exhibits. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  thank  the  brethren  generally 
and  the  Officers  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Grand 
Lodge  for  their  uniform  courtesy  during  the  year.

GOOD  OF  THE  OKDEK. 

New  Westminster,  B.C.,  March  13th,  1895. 

To  the  Grand  Master  Workman,  Officers  and  Brethren  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  A.O.  U.  W.  of  B.C.: 

Brethren — I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith 
my  Annual  Report  as  Grand  Medical  Examiner  for  this 
jurisdiction. 

My  report  covers  the  time  from  January  1st  to 
December  31st,  1894,  and,  I  regret  to  say,  shows  a  sad 
falling  off  in  the  number  of  applications  for  finetnbership. 
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Whereas  in  1892  there  were  266  applications  for 
membership,  and,  in  1893,  132,  last  year,  there  were  hut 
38,  a  decrease  so  astounding  that  I  do  not  think  it  can 
altogether  be  accounted  for,  even  by  the  financial 
depression  through  which  the  province  is  passing. 

The  number  of  applicants  rejected  during  the  year 
was  three,  and  the  causes  of  rejections  are  shown  in 
Table  A. 

The  table  marked  B  shows  the  causes  of  rejections 
for  the  past  three  years. 

During  the  year,  the  deaths  have  numbered  six. 
The  causes  of  the  deaths  and  other  customary  particulars 
are  shown  in  the  table  marked  C,  and  the  same  particu- 
lars for  the  past  three  years  are  shown  in  the  table 
marked  D. 

The  average  age  of  the  38  applicants  was  36.78  years. 
That  of  the  35  accepted  applicants  was  35.91  years,  and 
of  the  three  rejected  applicants  was  47  years. 

It  will  be  seen  by  Table  E  that  the  average  age  of 
applicants  has  not  shown  any  tendency  to  decrease  during 
the  last  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  thank  the  Grand  Recorder 

for  much  assistance  and  kindness  during  the  year,  and
